MISCELLANEQOUS STATE EXPENSES

8. F. 418

AN ACT to make appropriation to pay miscellaneous claims against the state.
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:
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SECTION 1. There is hereby appropriated out of any fund in the
state treasury not otherwise appropriated the following sums to pay
the claims and expenses as hereinafter indicated:
